SECOND  TERM 

Enrollment  Peels 
Effects  of  War; 
New  Courses  Added 

A  decided  drop  has  ocurred  in 
the  Wartburg  enrollment  for  the 
second  semester  as  compared  with 
that  of  the  first  term.  Those  re¬ 
turning  for  another  semester  total 
198,  while  the  enrollment  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  school 
term  was  257. 

Various  reasons  contribute  to 
the  decreased  enrollment.  Eight 
students  left  Wartburg  at  the 
close  of  the  semester  to  take  up 
their  work  at  the  seminary  at  Du¬ 
buque,  Iowa.  Several  students 
will  begin  teaching  this  semester, 
having  completed  their  work  here 
at  Wartburg.  Then  also  several 
men  students  have  been  called 
into  the  service  during'the  course 
of  the  first  semester. 

Two  new  courses  are  being  in¬ 
troduced  to  Wartburg  students 
this  semester,  also.  Rev.  Conrad 
Becker,  director  of  the  Children's 
Home  in  Waverly,  will  teach  a 
new  course,  "Introduction  to  So¬ 
cial  Work."  Fourteen  students 
announced  their  intentions  of  tak¬ 
ing  this  course.  In  the  mathema¬ 
tics  department,  Prof.  W.  Roselius 
has  added  a  refresher  course  in 
mathematics,  which  will  give  the 
pre-engineering  students  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  get  credit  for  a  third 
semester  of  high  school  algebra. 
However,  this  course  is  open  to 
anyone  who  wishes  to  take  it. 

Concerning  the  effect  of  the 
war  on  Wartburg,  Pres.  E.  J. 
Braulick  expressed  this  thought: 
“The  present  world  conflict  has 
done  much  to  change  everything 
at  Wartburg  college.  The  admin¬ 
istration  and  the  students  are 
thankful,  however,  that  they  are 
still  able  to  teach  and  learn  in  a 
Christian  school,  while  many  must 
give  up  this  opportunity  in  favor 
of  our  country.”

Will  Speak  Here  on 

.Artist  Series  Program. 

Soo  Yong,  noted  Chinese  actress, 
will  appear  on  the  Wartburg  Ar¬ 
tists  Series  Thursday,  Feb.  18,  as 
the  third  number  on  the  current 
series  of  programs. 

A  true  cosmopolite,  Soo  Yong 
was  born  of  pure  Chinese  paren¬ 
tage  on  the  island  of  Maui;  grad¬ 
uated  from  the  University  of  Ha¬ 
waii,  and  completed  her  education 
in  New  York  where  she  received 
her  Master's  degree  from  Colum¬ 
bia  University. 

Soo  Yong  made  her  broadway 
debut  with  Katherine  Coxnell  in 
"The  Letter,”  after  which  she  en¬ 
deared  herself  to  American  audi¬ 
ences  from  coast  to  coast  as  the 
distinguished  mistress  of  ceremon¬ 
ies  for  China’s  greater  actor,  Mei 
Lan-fang. 

When  Hollywood  beckoned, 
Miss  Yong  went  and  played  the 
lead  in  MGM's  “The  Rainbow 
Pass,"  and  in  “The-  Good  Earth,”  . 
with  dozens  of  distinguished  ac-  I 
tresses  competing  for  two  of  the 
most  exciting  character  roles,  the 
Ancient  One  and  The  Aunt — both 
went  to  Soo  Yong. 

In  the  past  few  years  Soo  Yong 
has  delighted  audiences  all  ovcr 
the  country  with  her  original  pro¬ 
grams.  She  is  the  only  Chinese 
woman  monologist.  "As  lovely  as 
a  priceless  piece  of  jade"  is  the 
way  one  critic  has  described  her. 

When  she  appeared  on  the  De¬ 
troit  Town  Hall  Series,  one  critic 
wrote  as  follows;  “Everyone  was 
most  enthusiastic  about  Soo  Yong.

Trustees  Prepare  Way 
For  Field  House  Drive 


Les  Moeller  Describes 
Coming  Effects  of  War 


Local  Editor  Gives 
His  Views  on  What 
Americans  Face. 

Leslie  Moeller,  editor  of  the 
Independent  and  Demcorat,  two 
local  newspapers,  spoke  to  the 
students  and  faculty  of  Wartburg 
in  convocation  Tuesday,  Jan.  26, 
on  the  problems  which  America 
must  face  now  and  after  the  war. 

"Civilian  economy,"  said  Mr. 
Moeller,  "is  undergoing  drastic 
changes.  It  is  impossible  to  change 
to  a  wartime  economy  without 
minor  sacrifices  by  the  individual 
citizen.”  He  stated  that  any  loss 
of  rights  would  be  temporary,  and 
we  should  be  ready  for  any  sort  of 
change  to  our  economy  which  may 
take  place  in  the  future.  One  of 
the  greatest  blows  to  our  economy 
will  be  the  goal  of  the  armed 
forces  to  have  11  out  of  every  15 
men  between  the  ages  of  18  and 
35  in  the  armed  forces  by  the  end 
of  1943. 

A  Long  War. 

"We  should  prepare  for  a  long 
war,"  continued  the  speaker.  “It 
will  last  at  least  two  years  longer, 
mainly  because  of  our  lack  of 
shipping.  In  order  to  win  this  war 
we  must  have  a  mass  invasion  of 
the  continent.  This  will  be  im¬ 
possible  for  another  year. 

The  end  of  the  war  doesn’t 
mean  a  return  to  normal,  he  add¬ 
ed.  We  must  maintain  rationing  as 
a  fair  distribution  control  for  a 
year  and  a  half  after  the  end  of 
this  struggle.  But  after  it  is  over 
we  will  gain  the  benefits  from  the 
new  discoveries,  and  increased 
production.  Cars  will  be  lighter, 
more  efficient  and  easier  to  oper¬ 
ate.  We  will  have,  gasoline  which 
averages  40  to  50  miles  a  gallon. 
But  along  with  these  benefits  at 
the  end  of  the  war  we  must  face 
social  upheavals  and  international 
problems,  especially  racial  and 
national  hatred. 

Our  Goals  in  War. 

Mr.  Moeller  concluded  by  defin¬ 
ing  our  goals  in  this  war.  “We  are 
fighting  for  an  orderly  world.  We 
must  realize  that  it  is  no  longer 
possible  for  us  to  say  that  the 


conditions  in  the  rest  of  the  world 
don't  affect  us.” 

It  is  necessary  for  us  to  realize 
that  in  all  our  relations  we  need 
a  return  to  Christianity.  We  must 
change  Christianity  from  its  posi¬ 
tion  as  a  one-day-a-week  religion 
to  a  constant  vital  force. 


OSINCUP  TELLS 
OF  POISON  GAS 


Lieut.  Paul  Osincup,  who  at¬ 
tended  Wartburg  about  10  years 
ago,  and  who  is  now  in  the  med¬ 
ical  corps  of  the  army,  stopped  at 
the  campus  Wednesday  to  see  his 
former  chemistry  professor,  A.  W. 
Swensen, 

To  the  students  %vho  were  work¬ 
ing  in  the  laboratory  at  the  time, 
Lieut.  Osincup  told  and  showed 
vivid  proof  of  the  physiological 
effects  of  mustard  and  Lewisite 
gas  of  small  concentration,  and 
also  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  an¬ 
tidotes  for  these  poisonous  gases. 

On  Lieut.  Osincup’s  left  arm 
were  two  brown  spots,  caused  by 
the  application  of  one-fortieth  of 
a  drop  of  mustard  gas.  The  one 
area  was  not  treated  and  became 
blistered  and  reddened.  The  oth¬ 
er  area  was  treated  with  the  army 
specific  for  mustard  gas,  and  the 
result  was  that  the  skin  only 
darkened  due  to  an  increase  of 
pigmentation.  On  his  right  arm 
a  similar  dose  of  Lewisite  gas  gave 
these  interesting  results:  The  area 
that  was  untreated  had  blistered 
upon  whatever  portion  of  the  body 
it  came  in  contact.  The  second 
area,  treated  with  an  8  per  cent 
hydrogen  peroxide,  showed  no 
effects  at  all.  This  solution  is  fur¬ 
nished  to  all  our  troops  now  in 
the  combat  zone. 

Lieut.  Osincup  also  explained 
tHe  devices  that  our  troops  are 
given  to  protect  them  from  gas 
attacks  in  the  field.  He  told  of 
his  experiences  during  his  train¬ 
ing  on  the  east  coast  that  were  not 
classed  as  restricted  information.

WILL  THIS  BE  SUPERCEDED? 


The  Wartburg  gynasium.  which  for  years 
has  ser\cd  the  physical  education  and  sports 
needs  of  Wartburg  to  the  best  of  its  limited 
capacity,  may  be  transformed  into  a  chapel  or 
a  library  if  the  plans  of  the  "Greater  Wart¬ 


burg"  committee  are  carried  out.  The  board  of 
Trustees  of  the  ALC  has  OK’d  plans  for  a  field- 
house  auditorium  to  be  erected  after  the  war  if 
the  necessary  funds  can  be  raised  now. 


Old  Gym  Would  Be 
Used  for  Library 
or  Campus  Chapel. 

We've  all  heard  the  phrase,  “a 
greater  Wartburg."  We've  heard 
from  time  to  time  of  different 
plans  for  a  field  house,  for  an  ad¬ 
dition  to  Luther  hall,  for  improve¬ 
ments  on  Old  Main.  We’ve  heard 
about  these,  but  very  few  students 
or  alumni  know  what  is  really  be- 

A  Greater  Wartburg  committee, 
consisting  of  Rev.  L.  G.  Krebs  of 
Davenport,  chairman,  Prof.  A.  W. 
Swensen,  secretary,  and  Rev 
Theo.  Fritschel  of  New  Hampton, 
has  formulated  a  very  concise  and 
detailed,  long-range  plan  of  the 
future,  “Greater  Wartburg”.  From 
these  plans,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  American  Lutheran  Church 
has  Ok’d  the  plans  for  a  new  field 
house-auditorium,  to  be  built 
somewhere  near  the  athletic  field. 

For  six  years  already  the  pres¬ 
ent  gymnasium  has  proved  inade¬ 
quate,  for  since  1937,  when  Wart¬ 
burg  joined  the  Iowa  conference, 
all  intercollegiate  basketball  con¬ 
tests  have  been  played  on  the 
high  school  gym  floor,  which 
must  be  rented  for  each  game. 
With  the  steadily  increasing  en¬ 
rollment  of  the  past  six  years,  the 
physical  education  facilities  have 
become  even  more  crowded-  Even 
with  the  men's  physical  training 
program  divided  into  four  classes, 
the  dressing  room  facilities  are 
still  wholly  inadequate.  The  boys 
stand  in  line  to  take  showers, 
must  push  and  shove  to  get  bench 
room  to  sit  and  dress.  None  have 
lockers,  for  the  cage  system  was 
introduced  to  conserve  space.  Our 
football,  basketball,  and  baseball 
players  do  not  have  individual 
lockers,  but  instead,  they  must 
hang  their  sweaty  clothes  together 
in  the  lockers.  There  are  no  fa¬ 
cilities  for  the  women  at  all.  They 
must  dress  at  the  dorm  and  run 
down  to  the  gym.  work  out,  and 
then  sweating,  run  back  to  the 
dorm  to  take  their  showers  and 
to  dress. 

A  new  field  house-auditorium, 
with  a  large  floor  and  spacious 
dressing  rooms,  would  solve  all 
these  problems,  buy  providing 
modern,  adequate,  facilities  for  a 
complete  physical  education  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  present  gymnasium,  built 
in  1919  as  a  gift  of  the  friends 
and  alumni  of  Wartburg  College, 
has  served  its  purpose  well.  With 
a  new  field  house  to  handle  our 
athletic  program,  the  gymnasium 
building  would  serve  ideally  as  a 
chapel,  or  as  a  library. 

The  Church  has  given  this  pro¬ 
ject  its  approval,  and,  although 
the  actual  building  cannot  be 
started  until  after  the  war,  now  is 
the  time  for  the  alumni  and 
friends  of  Wartburg  at  Clinton, 
St.  Paul-Luther,  Martin  Luther 
Academy,  Eureka  Lutheran,  and 
Hebron,  to  line  up  firmly  behind 
the  consolidation  and  continuation 
of  their  alma  maters,  and  support 
the  “Greater  Wartburg." 


CHEMISTS  FROM 
WARTBURG  HELP 
OUR  WAR  EFFORT 

Word  received  from  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  last  year’s  graduating 
class  who  were  placed  in  the 
chemical  industry  indicates  that 
all  of  them  are  succeeding  in  then- 
work  and  are  a  distinct  credit  to 
Wartburg  college. 

The  Solvay  Process  company  of 
Hopewell,  Va.,  was  awarded  the 
Army  and  Navy  “E“  for  excel¬ 
lence  in  production  of  explosives 
and  toxic  gases.  These  Wartburg 
chemists  were  included  in  this 
award.  They  are  George  Helm- 
kamp  of  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  Mel¬ 
vin  Meyne  of  Waverly,  and  Erwin 
Nuscher  of  El  Center,  Minn. 

These  three  chemists,  together 
with  Richard  Werth.  who  is  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  research  dapartment 
of  the  DuPont  company  laborator¬ 
ies  of  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and 
Romayne  Briner.  who  is  a  re¬ 
search  chemist  with  the  Atlas 
Powder  Co.,  Stamford,  Conn., 
have  all  received  substantial  in¬ 
creases  in  salary  since  beginning 
work  last  summer. 

In  a  recent  letter  to  Prof.  A.  W. 
Swensen,  Dr.  J.  A.  Couture,  chief 
hemist  of  the  Atlas  Powder  Co., 
said  this  of  Briner’s  work: 

‘Replying  to  your  letter  of  Dec. 
11,  we  are  happy  to.  report  that 
Mr.  Romayne  Briner  has  made  a 
splendid  record  during  his  six 
'months  of  service  with  this  com¬ 
pany.  He  has  attacked  the  prob¬ 
lems  assigned  to  him  with  vigor 
and  intelligence  and  has  in  every 
way  been  a  valuable  addition  to 
our  staff.

NOTICE  TO  STUDENT  BODY 


The  Faculty  has  passed  the  following-  resolutions  in 
regard  to  students  who  must  quit  school  before  the 
close  of  the  semester  to  join  the  armed  forces,  either 
because  of  being  drafted  or  because  of  being  enlisted 
in  one  of  the  reserves: 

1.  A  student  who  leaves  within  the  first  six  weeks 
of  the  semester  will  receive  no  credit. 

2.  A  student  who  leaves  within  the  period  of  seven 
to  nine  weeks,  inclusive,  will  receive  one-half  credit. 

3.  A  student  who  leaves  within  a  period  of  ten  to 
twelve  weeks,  inclusive,  will  receive  two-thirds  credit. 


5.  In  the  case  of  students  who  discover  that  they  will 
not  be  able  to  stay  in  school  at  least  seven  weeks,  ar¬ 
rangements  may  be  made  to  drop  some  courses  and 
to  do  intensive  work  in  the  rest  so  that  at  least  half¬ 
credit  may  be  earned  in  these  courses.  For  this  priv¬ 
ilege  five  dollars  per  semester  hour  will  be  charged. 
Such  arrangements  are  to  be  effected  by  the  Dean  of 
the  college  and  the  Registrar  in  conjunction  with  the 
teachers  involved. 

Refunds  of  tuition,  room  and  board,  activities  and 
laboratory  fees  will  all  be  made  on  a  weekly  basis.  The 
exact  figures  are  posted  on  the  main  bulletin  board  in 
Luther  Hall.

Science  Club 
Learns  About 
Mathematics 

Mathematics  was  the  theme  of 
the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Wart¬ 
burg  Science  club  held  Thursday 
evening,  Jan.  24. 

The  extent  to  which  mathemat¬ 
ics  is  used  in  the  present  war  was 
illustrated  by  Max  Waring,  soph¬ 
omore  from  Strawberry  Point,  la., 
who  discussed  the  various  appli¬ 
cations  of  mathematics  in  the  fir¬ 
ing  of  a  projectile  at  a  gienv  tar¬ 
get.  He  gave  a  clearer  insight 
into  the  complexity  of  artillery 
fire  by  several  timely  illustra¬ 
tions. 

Leonard  Suchsland,  senior  from 
Muscatine,  la.,  then  presented  the 
main  features  of  the  duodecimal 
or  dozen  system  of  mathematics. 
This  system  uses  the  number  12 
as  the  basis  of  computation  in  j 
in  contrast  to  our  present  system ! 
based  on  the  number  10.  It  would ! 
make  computation  much  easier  | 
more  exact,  and  speedier.  For  in¬ 
stance,  in  figuring  out  the  fraction  1 
one-third,  the  duodecimal  would ! 
be  simply  .4  instead  of  .33333  etc. 
Exponents  of  this  system  predict 
it  will  grow  in  popularity  as  more 
people  understand  it. 

A  criticism  of  the  teaching  of 
mathematics  in  colleges  was  then 
reviewed  by  Vincent  LaBahn  of 
Waverly.
